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LANSING, MICHIGAN [_ 


’ ANSING, the capital of Michigan, has a population of 45,000. It has 14 miles of paved streets, 
17 public schools, 30 churches and missions, a new $115,000 hospital, 84 miles of public sewers, 
7) miles of gas mains, an automobile equipped fire department, 8,500 homes, 1,500 business 
establishments, 4 steam railroads with 35 passenger trains daily and freight shipping facilities un- 
excelled, 3 interurban lines, 31 miles of city street car tracks, 5 banks with a combined capital of 
$450,000 whose deposits amounted to $4,379,000 when the last annual statement was made. The 
bonded indebtedness is $416,918, the total assets amount to $1,400,000 and the assessed valuation 
reaches $37,418,125. It has 78 miles of water mains, supplying 4,200 customers. The municipal electric light and 
water plant, for which the city originally invested $185,000 is now valued at $850,000, the increased value having 
accrued from the profits. The postal receipts amounted to $162,751 in 1911, an increase of $10,469 over the 
previous year. The Chamber of Commerce with its modern club rooms has 846 members. During the 11 years 
since its organization it has helped to increase Lansing’s factories 115 per cent and the number of employes at 
local factories almost 200 per cent. When the Chamber of Commerce was organized in 1900, Lansing’s population 
was 16,000. In 1912 the local census showed a total of 45,000, or an increase of over 175 per cent. ‘There are 
175 factories with a combined capitalization better than $21,000,000. Products exceeding $25,000,000 in value 
were turned out in 1911 and wages amounting to practically $5,000,000 were paid that year. 

The average daily wage is $2.22. Automobiles and automobile accessories, traction, gas and gasoline engines, 
wheelbarrows, malleable castings and store fixtures are among the more important products. The city has five 
hotels and seven theatres and amusement places. ‘There are two resorts, one of which, Pine Lake, has 150 cottages. 
Lansing is also the seat of three state institutions. The Michigan Agricultural College, the first school of its kind 
organized in the United States, has a campus of 684 acres valued at $684,000, and buildings and equipment valued 
at $1,263,110.89. Its students numbered 1,568 in 1911-12 and its instructors totaled nearly 120. The Michigan 
School for the Blind, with its 45 acres of campus and buildings and equipment valued at $182,991, has a course of 
study equal to any given at the high schools of the state and is planned to meet College requirements. Its instruct- 
ors number 16 and its enrollment is nearly 150. The Industrial School for Boys, with its inmates numbering nearly 
800, has property consisting of 290 acres of land and 35 buildings, valued at $430,000. About 65 teachers and em- 
ployes give instruction in the common branches, and industrial trades are taught. For Lansing’s own public system 
$183,478.83 was expended last year. The number of teachers is 138, and the number of pupils attending is 5,500. 
During the past five years 48 school rooms have been added, besides a modern school building.
